should not fail to understand that 
the school provision 20751.1 plus 
the new welfare crisis could raise 
the property tax rates frm $10 to 
$20, to $30 per hundred of as- 
sessed valuation. These figures 
are freely being predicted now by 
tax authorities and by members 
of the Legislature. 

“Section 20751.1 only makes 
property subject to its discrimi- 
natory provisions. The people 
who own property in California, 
a minority of 39 per cent, already 
pay 80 per cent of all California 
taxes. How could the Legisla- 
ture not know that the total 
assessed value of all the tax pay- 
ing property in California is 
only 15 per cent of the state’s 
Wealth, and that this base is re- 
duced every day by freeways, 
roads, schools, parks, government 
projects and chureh holdings 
that go off the tax rolls, and 
that as government costs are ex- 
panding every day, we have a 
small and contracting tax base 
from which increasing tax reve- 
nues are trying to be squeezed. 

“We should not be satisfied to 
let this tax-a-nostra time bomb 
repose and incubate in the law 
until 1971, or as proposed, 1973. 
We must wipe it out now.”
